Hon. B. L. D. Gnffy; Chief Justice 
of the Court of Appeals, and a candi- 
date for re-election on the Republican 
ticket from the Second Appellate Dis- 
trict looks like a winner. He has 
served a term of eight years aa a 
member of Kentucky's highest tribu- 
nal. and hia official acta have been of 
such a high and satisfactory character 
that he was unanimously tendered 
the nomination for a second term by 
hia party. His ability as a lawyer 
and jnrlat places him In the front 
rank ot that profession, and be is 
conceded to be an authority on mat- 
ters of legal moment. From bis dis- 
trict cornea the reliable Intelligence 
that the prospects lor bla re-election 
are very flattering. The party has 
superb organization and Is thorough- 
ly determined to win In the coming 
election. 

Judge Guffy'a opponent on the 
Democratic ticket Is Judge Wsrren 
Settle, whose candidacy is being ma- 
nipulated by the Goebelite machine. 
In the district there la considerable 
dissension In the rank* of the Democ- 
racy, dne to the fact that Judge Settle 
assumed such an active part In advis- 
ing the late William Goebel to con- 
test the election of Governor Taylor. 
Judge Settle aigned the recommenda- 
tion and petition to Mr. Goebel De- 
cember 22, 1899, urging that he take 
the steps which alterwards placed 
Kentucky In an unenviable position 
with the entire country. Mr. Settle 
has been condemned by leading mem- 
bers of hia own party, which ia now 
divided on this question in the Sec- 
ond District. 

The Independent vote, which la' 
very large In this particular district, 
It ia conceded will support Judge 
Guffy lor re-election. The reason la 
obvlona, (or the fact that hia career aa 
appellate judge has been such aa to 
merit the confidence of the people of 
Kentucky. 

During the campaign of 1900 Jndge 
Settle, who at the time, was Circuit 
Jndge ol his county, took the stnmp, 
advocating the election of Bryan and 
Beckham. So great was the oppoai 
tion to Bryan in hia own party that 
the conservative element now refused 
to support Settle lor espousing 
Bryan’s election. 

The independent press in the Sec- 
ond District has declared for Jndge 
Gnfly, the Breckinridge Newa and 
Haweavitle Plaindealer publishing 
very complimentary and editorial In- 
doraement of his candidacy.

At Barboursvllle, Ky., the case of

Some of the 
members of the jury filed affidavits 
soon after the verdict was read, to the 
effect that the liberty of the accused 
had been gambled away by the jury. 
Upon investigation it was learned 
that the jury was about equally di- 
vided, and that there were two men, 
who were leaders, one being on each 
aide. These two men would not 
agree. Some one ot those less inter- 
ested suggested that a pint of corn be 
brought to the room. This was done 
without any one knowing It except 
the jurymen. It was then agreed 
that the corn should be ponred out on 
the floor and the two leaders would 
draw a grain at a time from the pile 
until it was exhausted; all were to 
agree to the verdict the one who drew 
the last grain should write it. As it 
happened thst the man so strong for 
conviction drew the last grain in the 
pile, a verdict was written for one 
year in the penitentiary. 

As soon as this was found out by 
the court a motion was filed for a new 
trial, and It was granted and the caae 
was continued. 

This is the first time for several 
years that anything of this nature has 
happened in this conrt.

It Is nnwlse to take a train- 
ed Jndge from the bench and (apply 
hi* place with an Inexperienced law- 
yer. It la tine. Jndga Settle haa 
made a reasonably good Circuit Judge, 
but the duties of Circuit and Appel- 
late Judges are essentially different. 
It might not be a had Idea to retain 
Settle on the Circuit bench, If be has 
indeed shown himself competent and 
reliable. But it would be a aerioua 
mistake to place an Incompetent man 
on the Circuit bench In bla place, and 
at the same time place him on the 
Appelate bench In the place of one 
who haa shown himself to be amply 
qnrllfied. 

We have no donbt that Chief Jus- 
tice Guffy will be re-elected. The 
people of bla district know him, are 
tally acquainted with hia worth, and 
will see to It that he la Indorsed and 
thna aave to the State a good and ef- 
ficient officer.

DECIDES 

AGAINST THE INJUNCTION. 

Judge O’ Rear, of the Court of Ap- 
peals. Says There is no Law 
to Interfere With Ohio 
County Primary. 

Frankfort, Ky., Sept a — Judge 
O'Rear.of the Court of Appeals, ye»- 
teiday alttrioon refused to reinstate 
the injunction to prevent the Demo- 
crats ol the Sixlh judicial distiict 
from holding a primary election on 
the day ot the regular election In No- 
vember. The Injunction was granted 
by Circuit Clerk Ander. on, ol Ohio 
county, and waa dissolved by Special 
Judge W. A. Helm, of Butler county. 

Aa affecting the Sixth judicial dis- 
trict race, the decision is ol no mater- 
ial importance, the Democratic com- 
mittee of that district having changed 
the date ot the primary from Novem- 
ber 4, the regular election day, to No- 
vember it. The question has never 
been raised before in Kentucky, how- 
ever, and the opinion ot Judge 
O' Rear will be ot general interest 
The opinion Is as follows: 

“Plalntlfis seek by this suit to re 
strain delendarts of the Democratic 
Committee ol the Sixth jadlcial dis- 
trict ol Kentucky fiom holding a pri- 
mary election on the same day that 
the regular election ia held on No 
vember 4, 1902. It Is not claimed 
that deleudants will, but, on the con- 
trary, It is shown by order ol the 
committee and by affidavits of mem 
bets ol the committee that they will 
not attempt to hold the primary elec- 
tion at the same places, or within 
fifty leet of the voting places wherein 
the regular election may be held In 
the connties affected by the order. 
Nor la It shown that there will be any 
attempt by the defendant committee 
to use the same ballot boxes or same 
voting paraphernalia as Is provided 
by law for the holding ol the regular 
election. Oa the contrary, it la as 
serted and shown that defendants pro- 
pose to hold their primary election by 
appointing voting places more than 
fifty feet distant Irom the regular vot- 
ing places wherein the regular elec- 
tion is held and by separate and dis- 
tinct officers and paraphernalia for 
codducting their primary, 

“Whether a primary election held 
at different voting places Irom those 
provided by orders of the County 
Court for holding elections within 
such precincts and districts would be 
a valid election is a question, though 
argued, I do not feel called upon to 
determine. The sole question here 
Is: Does it necessarily interfere with 

the rights ol plaintiffs and other vot- 
ers of the district affected? Unless 
the bolding of the primary election 
invades the prescribed limits fixed by 
the statute for holding the regular 
elections, I am unable lo see that It 
la anywhere prohibited by any posit- 
ive declaration of legislation. Not 
being prohibited, it appears to me 
that the committee can, if they see 
proper to do so, hold their primary 
on the same day that the regular elec- 
tion Is held. As to the proprieties of 
such action I do not see how the 
courts can undertake to determine 
them. That Is a matter for the com- 
mittee and the voters to pass on. II 
the Legislature had seen proper to 
prohibit the holding of primary elec- 
tions on the same day that the gen- 
eral elections are held, they would 
undoubtedly have done so. Net hav- 
ing made such action illegal, I am 
uuable to find the warrant for the 
court’s attempt to do ro I, there- 
fore, decline to reinstate the injunc- 
tion dissolved in this case on the 14th 
day of August, 19 >2. 

1.000* Perish. 

Paris, Sept. 2 —The Havas agency 
ha* received an undated dispatch 
from Fort de France Island ol Mar- 
tinque, announcing that about 1,000 
were killed and that several hundred 
were IrjureJ us the result of a violent 
eruption of Mt. Pelee on Saturday, 
August 30, which destroyed Morue 
Rouge and Ajoupa Bouillon, two vll 
lages near Mont Pelee. 

The dispatch confirms the report 
that the village ol Le Carbet was dam- 
aged by a tidal wave, which was also 
lelt at Foit de France, where the peo- 
ple were stricken.

DROUTH DAMAGES CORN 

Review of Conditions Through 
State is Prepared by 
Weatber Bureau. 

The weekly crop bulletin, issued by 
the local Weather Bureau yesterday, 
was as follows: 

Drouth has damaged corn consider- 
ably In a great many localities, so 
that the prospect which obtained ear- 
ly In the season for an excessive yield 
is altered, and is now not more than 
in average crept expected. It has 
improved In the extreme western 
counties, but has deteriorated in 
many localities In other parts of the 
State. Early corn is maturing rap 
Idly and some has been cut. The 
late planted has suffered from the re- 
cent drouth, but with lavorable con- 
ditions It will yield well. 

The condition of tobacco has not al- 
tered very much ; the crop will be 
short. The growth is small and 
many plants ars fired. Cutting aad 
housing have gone on quite rapidly, 
the weather being very favorable lor 
that work. 

Hemp is very gold and most of it 
has been cut. 

Pastures, grasses and clover fields 
have suffered very much for rain, A 
medium crop of millet la being har- 
vested. Stock peas, cane and aorgh- 
ua are doing well in most localities. 

Lite potatoes, tnrnips and late gar- 
dens need rain badly. 

There Is a short crop ol winter ap 
plea ol Inferior quality: fame pears 
and graper; scarcely any peaches. 

Plowing for winter grtins has been 
carried on where the condition ol soil 
permitted. Some oats have been
